SENATE LEADER HITS ° 
AT BANK GUARANTEE 


Brownlee’s Opposition Will 
Make It Impossible to Pass 
Baker’s Measure. 


By CURTIS A. BETTS, 
A Staff Corresponden;, of the Posi- 
Dispatch. 

JEFERSON CITY,: Jan. 8.— 
State Senator Brownlee of Brook- 
field, who will be chairman of the 
Senate Committee on Banking, has 
turned thumbs down on Gov. Bak- 
er’s proposal for a law requiring 
banks to guarantee all deposits not 
bearing interest. He today said 
he was opposed 10 guaranteeing de- 
posits. 

It would be virtually impossible 
for the bill to get through the Sen- 
ate over Senator Brownlee’s oppo- 
sition, though it is probable the 
measure could be passed in the 
House. 

The Senator based his objection 
to the measure principally on the 
ground that it wquid be a penalty 
on good banking, and would pen- 
alize those bankers who conducted 
their bankg on conservative busi- 
ness lines. . 

“T have a bank in Brookfield,”’ 
he said, “and I do not believe I 
should be forced to pay for the 
rristakes and bad banking practice 
of some banker itn some other part 


|of the State any more than a good 
| grocer in my town should be com- 


_pelled to help pay the bad debts 


carried by a careless grocer. in 
some other town. 

“The experience of State guar- 
antee laws has been disastrous. The 
Oklahoma bank guarantee fund is 
bankrupt as also is the one in 
South Dakota. Nebraska is in 
somewhat better shape, I under- 
stand, but I am informed that it 
is practically exhausted. 

“Nearly every town has one or 
more national banks. The State 
could not force thern to guarantee 
deposits and yet the State banks 
would be in competition with 
them. 

“The effect of the passage of 
such a law would be to cause 
many careful and cautious bankers 
who are overating with a capitali- 
zation sufficient for the business 
and who maintain large surplus 
funds to reduce their capitalization 
and to distribute much of the sur- 
stockholders.
